England Takes Formal Possession of 

Afghanistan -New Floods in the Con. 

timent. 

Loxposx, October 90.—A supplement to 
the London Gazette publishes a proclama- 
tion again proroguing parliament until De- 
cember 1th. The proclamation is the usual 
form, but dees not contain the words “for 
dispatch of busines,’ which would be nec- 
essary if a session was contemplated before 
Christmas, 

The Daily News says that further proro- 
gation of parliament throws doubt upon 
but does not absolutely negative the proba- 
bility of its speedy digelution, Many peo- 
ple stilt Believe the dissolution will be an- 
nounced on or before Monday. and there are, 
it says, rumors that the cabinet will un- 
deryo a vital change than can affect it. 
This is supposed to mean the retirement of 
Lord Beaconstield. The rumors, however, 
are discredited, and ail the papers except 
the Daily News think the prorogation of 
parliament a negative idea of its dissulution 
at present. 

Wr. Snaw, member of the house of com- 
mons for Cork anda home ruler leader. bas 
sent a letter to all the Irish members of 
parliament, requesting them to sign a me- 
morial to Lord Beaconstield regarding the 
prevailing distress in Ireland. 

A dispatch from Cabul to the Daily 
Standard says: “The population of Cabul 
is quiet but is in a sullen calm, beneath 
which is hidden deep hatred of the British 
dominion. The Cabulese are kept down 
simply by fear, and would rise if they saw a 
chance of success.”’ r 

The ameer finally placed the abdication 
in the hands of General Roberts. 

Sir Frederick Roberts, by order of the 
viceroy of India, as issed a proclamation 
stating that in consequence of the outrage 
at the British residency, and abdication of 
the ameer, the British government has been 
couipelled to oceupy Cabul and other parts 
of Afghanistan. The proclamation requests 
the Afghan authorities and chiefs to con- 
tinue to maintain order in their respective 
districts, and invites them to a joint con- 
sultation witn General Roberts It promises 
justice and kind treatment to the people of 
the country and suitable rewaads for loy- 
alty and faithful service, but threatens 

yuunishment of all offenders against the 
tritish administration. After the council 
to which the Afghan authorities and chiefs 
have been invited, arrangements will be 
made for the permanent government of the 
country, 
SPAIN, 

Maprip, October 30.—There haye been 
heavy rains throughout the entire couutry. 
At Malagathe water spolts uprooted trees 
and injuredtuany persons. At Vera, in 
Alnionia, the river overfiowed and flooded 
the mines, throwing 1,500 men out of work. 
Twenty-one persons were drowned = and 
thirty houses carried away. At Coevis 
several lives were lost and one house de- 
stroyed. The marauders are taking advan- 
tage of the disaster by plundering property. 
The Seraigossa and Barcelona railway is 
sulmerged for a distance of 16 kilometres. 

FRANCE, 

Lonponx, Octobor 30.-A Paris dispatch 
reports that M. Leon Say says he is entirely 
opposed to the plenary AMLNESLY, and the 
whoie ministry is determined to oppose it, 
Minister Kasson is expected at Bucharest to 
formally recognize Koumatian independ- 
ence and to establish diplomatic relations 
with the United States, 

An official decree has been issed annull- 
ing the resolution passed by the council-gen- 
eral of the Seine, in favor of plenary am- 


nesty. Other decrees have dismissed 
twenty-six mayors for participa- 
tion in the factious manifestation.

(ultramontane), were elected vice-presi- 
dents. Dr. Friedberg, imperial secretary of 
state for justice, has been appointed Prus- 
sian minister of justice. 

ROUMANIA, 

The London correspondent of the Pall 
Mall Gazette at Berlin says that Roumania 
bas addressed a circular to the powers ask- 
ing their formal recognition of her inde- 
pendence in view of her recent action in 
the direction of emancipating the Jews. 

CANADA, 

Qurnre, October 50.—At 4 o'clock this 
evening Hon. Mr. Joly stated to the house 
that he had asked the governor for a disso- 
lution and had been refused for reasons 
given ina letter, which he had received per- 
mission to read to the house. He had then 
tendered the resignation of himself and his 
eonfres, which had been accepted.

There i. no donbt that the language used 
conveys also a correct idea of the situation 
round about New York.

The former are tlooding 
the state with documents, while the follow - 
ers of the latter, who are not so given to 
reading or thinking, are treated io the ora 
tory of the speakers who have a fondness 
for fun and ridicule. 

One or two young Catholic clergymen re- 
cently took quite an interest in the election 
of John Kelly, claiming they might express 
a preference as weil as clergymen of other 
denominations. Older priests, however, 
characterized this-intrusion as imprudent 
insolence, saying this was atime for all who 
vote to stand by their party—democrats to 
vote for Robinson, republicans for Cornell. 


These older men fear that the Kelly vote 


will be claimed as the Irish Catholic vote, 
but assert that analysis will demonstrate 
such not to be the case, and point to Sena- 
tor hkernan’s candidacy for governor to 
show that the illiberal democracy is not of 
their denomination. 

The presence of Secretaries Sherman and 
Evarts in the campaign for Cornell is con- 
fusing.

They con- 
cede, the physician says, that the ignorant 
and unthinking members of the societies 
assert they will vote for Kelly, assigning no 
reason. When asked, “Why do you want 
to defeat your party’ they answer, ‘‘To

Among the Saints—Their System 
of Proslytiom Eapilained. °

Elders John Morgan and Rudger Clawson, 
of the Mermon church, arrived in the city 
last night from Dalton, Georgia, where they 
| have been attending the trial of Hagh Blair 
aud Andrew Batley, for the murder of 
Elder Joseph Standing, committed some 
months ago. They were called on at the 
St. James hotel by a Post-Dispatch reporter 
this morning, The gentlemen are en ronte 
to Salt Lake City, but will remain in the 
city until Wednesday, when a colony of 
forty souls will arrive from Virginia on 
their way to the land of promise. They 
have the appearance of being zealous labor- 


| versed freely on the recent infirstf6es perpe- 
trated upon the faithful who cling fondly to 
a plurality of wives. 

On being interrogated as to the adjust- 


gan stated that the matter was now ata 
end. He classed the actions of the seven 
heirs in contesting the will as a move of the 
legal fraternity of Salt Lake City to enrich 
their coffers at the expense of the Mormon 
church, 

On last Wednesday the great suit was 
‘closed before Chief Justice Hunter in the 
Third district court, the heirs being awarded 
$10,500 each, and further action forever 
barred in a similar direction, ‘The suit has 
caused a great deal of annoyance from the 
fact that the church property seized was the 
mos! valuable tabernacles in the city, but 
at present all was at an end. 

“Did the murder of Elder Standing in 
Georgia drive your missionaries from that 
state?” 

“Not at all. On the contrary it proved 
very beneticial towards our cause. It 
caused agitation, created comment, and the 
result is that we have made double the 
number of converts throughout the south- 


ern states on account of that murder, Bul- 
letsand bayonets will nevercompel a peo- 
ple to relinguish afaith. Arguments alone 
will do so.”’ 

“What view do you take of Secretary 
Evarts’s recent circular letter to foreign 
countries in reference to the immigration 
of new converts to Mormonism?” 

“It isa great piece of nonsense. It is pas- 
sing strange that an accomplished gentle- 
man and lawyer shon!d so allow himself to 
be made a cat’s paw for party purposes as 
io coolly sign that very thin tissue paper 
circular to exhibit to the courts of Europe 
an unaccountable lack of statesmanship in 
its originator, and a lamentable degree of 
weakness inthe party that employed him. 
The circular is avery flimsy fabric to cover 
other party issues from sight, entirely too 
thin to attain its object. But there is an 
object attained that probably did not enter 
Mr. Evarts’s plan of operation: that is, to 
introduce Mormonism to the court circles 
of Enrope and the world, placing Mormon- 
ism on equal footing with tne government 
of this great and glorious republic, and ac- 
knowledging Mormons to be worthy of his 
steel. . 

“No doubt the Methodist, Baptist and 
Presbyterian churches would be delighted 
to receive such marked tokens of honor 
presented by such dignified hands to the 
nations of Christendom. This pre-eminent 
attention to the Mormons by the secretary 
of state will at once call the attention of 
the potentates ef Europe to a subject they 
would not otherwise have dreamed of, and 
set them at once to investigate, first how 
many of their loyal, loving subjects are in- 
duced every yearto abjure their allegiance 
to them and emigrate to a land of freedom 
and equal rights; secondly, they will in- 
quire what 


inducements are offered by 
thesc famous Mormon missionaries-—w heth- 
er to the men is offered the old patriarchial 
order of plural marriage, or whether 
to the single ladies ix offered 
the assurance of the rich boon of honora- 
ble marriage, and maternity without di- 
vorce the next week. Now, if the honora- 
ble secretary had not been so exclusive in 
recommending the Mormon church to the 
notice of the diplomatie ofticers of the 
United States, he might have extended his 
instructions to his diplomatic agents to so- 
licit the interference of the several Euro- 
pean powers, and their earnest attention to 
‘prevent the departure’ of any of their sub- 
jects, who might, ‘under whatever specious 
guise,’ be induced to associate their names 
with the Plymouth church. 

“Mr. Evarts, no doubt, bas the notesof the 
long, tedious trials in Brooklyn, and would 
therefore have substantial data to start from. 
Whereas he seems to think he bas struck a 
new lead with the Mormons, asif their im- 
migration from Europe, Asia and Africa was 
of quite recent date, and did not extend 
back for forty years or more. We would 
like toknow what his notions of crime may 
be. As to adultery—perhaps he may think 
that crime isnot unconstitutional, or that 
it has not been decided upon by any recent 
decision of the supreme court. He seenis 
bent on moral reform at a very late day, 
and should have given the matter a 
thorough investigation, before he sent forth 
his notes of warning. It will prove benefi- 
cial, though, in all respects, and attract at- 
tention to us.”

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THE MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


Its Solicitade for Negroes, 
and Chinamen. 

Cureaco, October 30,—The American mis- 
sionary association this morning heard an 
interesting address by President Merrill, 
of the Ripon, W&., college, showing that 
the divine signiticance of the negro race in 
America was that they were destined to 
evangelize Africa. Dr. Roy, the field su- 
perintendent, reada paper entitled “A 
Field View," viving an idea of the condition 
of the south and the colored race. Rev. J. 
H. Thertchell, of Hartford, delivered a very 
interesting address on the Chinese ques- 
tions entitled, “China and the United 
States,” giving reasons why America should 
attempt to evangelize China. He particu- 
lari'y commended the president's veto of 
the Chinese bill, which he denominated a 
relic of barbarism. Rev. M. E. Strieby, of 
New York, the secretary of the association, 
read a paper on “Providential Calls.” 

In the afternoon and evening there was a 
variety of interesting matters, the principal 
of which was an exhaustive paper by Gen- 
eral J. B. Leake, of thiscity, upon the ne- 
cessity for the protection of the law for the 
Indians. He madea strong argument for 
the red man, deprecating the unkind treat- 
ment they received; the injustice that is 
meted out to them and the frauds practiced 
onthem. He declared the government must 
abandon its system of parentage, encoura 
them to mingle in white society, and obtain 
protectisn in the courts. The Indians 
should have a legal status and become citi- 
izens vested with full rights. Addresses 
were wade by an Indian, a Chinaman and 
a colored man. Resolutions were adopted 
requesting the government to recognize the 
Indians as citizens and tofound numerous 
schools for them. ,

A Werd About Organs. 
The St. Louis_ Globe-Democrat says | 
“he man who looks to the New York | 
papers either as mirrors or makers of 
public sentiment will be disappointed. 
This broad but partially erroneons state- 
ment ix singularly well sustained by ~ 4 
series of facts. The republican papers 
of that city were solidly opposed to 
Conkling’s presidential aspirations in 
1876, and yet he was supported by the 
New York delegation. They were op- 
posed to Cornell's nomination, and yet 
his nomination was a certainty long be- 
fore it took place. They are now opposed 
to Grant, and yet Grant will doubtless 
hecome the nominee of his party on the 
first ballot that is taken in the national 
convention. Nor have the democratic 
papers of New York city been more ior- 
tunate in their choices. Not oneof them 
supported Mr. Tildén in 1876, and not 
one of them has stood by him since that 
time, and yet the sage of Gramercy park 
is very far from being a dead man politi- 
cally speaking. Thetruth is, organs are 
elephants that no far-seeing, clear-headed 
public man wants on his hands. 
They are guns full of recoil—muskets 
that fall short of the mark and end up by 
kicking their owners over. The astute 
politician understands this; and it is 
well, both for him and the public, that he 
does. Noone wants the opinion, much 
less the support, of an organ—that is, of 
a paper that is tied to the fortunes of a 
particular man, right or wrong, or of a 
particular cause without regard to its 
merits. General Grant and Mr. Tilden 
are all the stronger in New York because 
no pen is bound to their service in New 
York city; and if the reader will look 
into the standing of public men in any 
state, he will in every case find that the 
man without an organ has more strength 
among the people than the man who is 
puffed and boomed in the columns of a 
paper that he is known to control. We 
are glad this is so. It means indepen- 
dence of thought in the press, and real 
power and influence. There of 
course, such a_ thing being 
ree in criticism, but such freedom is cer- 
| tainly better than organism. Freedom 

of thought is rarely liurtfal, for it corrects 
itself; but dependence upon any man or 
clique dwarfs whatever it touches. The 
press of this country has certainly out- 
grown the organ period. It is now old 
enough and stiong enough to stand alone, 
and we hope that every part of the coun- 
try will become organless. Nor do we 
believe that this will lessen the influence 
of the press. The facts in the case of 
New York city may look that way, but a 
close analysis will doubtless show that 
the journals of New York are yearly
